SOLDIERS ON DUTY. 


More than 1600 Federal soldiers

Gov. McKelvie, who arrived here 
early today, issued a statement de- 
ploring the riot and declaring that 
“one who is vainted with con- 
ditions in Omaha during the past 
few months could riot be very much 
surprised at what has happened.” 

“It has been a matter of every- 


occurrence,” the statement 
continued, “that those who have 
most to do with the moulding of 
public opinion have constantly en- 
gaged in petty bickerings and a 
eriticiem of the local officials which 
could not result in anything but an 
utter disrespect of the law.” 

One of the most alarming fea- 
tures of the situation, the Gover- 
nor said, “is the extent to which 
young boys were engaged in the de- 
struction of property and the vio- 
lence that characterized the riot.” 

DOES NOT FIX BLAME. 


The Governor declared he would 
mot attempt to fix the blame for 
what happened, saying he thought 
it would “perhaps be as fair to 
criticise the one who applauded the 
actions of the rioters as to criticise 
those who actually did the work.” 

The condition of Mayor Smith. 
injured when the rioters attempted¢ 
to lynch him, continued to improve 
today. He is still in a hospital. 

The city was quiet last night. 

Twenty-four negroes, dressed in 
civilian clothes, wearing special 
police badges and carrying arma, 
appeared at Twenty-fourth and 
Cuming street, last night. They 
sald they had been sworn In as sepe- 
cial officers by a city official. Sol-

“We are «glad to see you in 
Fiume,” he told the American cor- 
respondent. “We are here to stay 
until we are through with our 
task of having Fiume' annexed to 
Traly. We will not leave under any 
consideration until our object is ac- 
complished. 

“You see the enthusiasm of the 
people of Fiume to be annexed. 
You see that the people of Fiume 
are ltalian. Our motto remains 
today as since the beginning of this 
enterprise—Fiume or death.’ 

“We are willing to sacrifice all 
in our effort to gain what we be- 
liewe to be just and right.” 

D’'Annunsio appeared tired, The 
last few days have imposed the 
severest strain upon him. He has 
been rising at 6:30 o'clock in the 
morning to commence the work of 
answering letters and drafting proc- 
lamations. This has been a task, in 
addition to attending to staff work 
in connection with the forces of oc- 
cupation under his command. 

All vestiges of Jugo-Slav signs or 
names have been removed. The 
hotel where the Associated Press 
correspondent starved was named 
“Hotel de Deak” before Fiume asked 
for annexation to Italy. After the 
armistice and because of the “four- 
teen points,” the name was changed 
to Hotel Wilson. After President 
Wilson's declaration last Apri! 
against the handing over of Fiume 
to Italy. the name was azain 
changed to Hotel Orlando, and this 
name was retained despite Orlando's 
withdrawal from the minsitry, un- 
til the arrival of D’Annunzio’s ex- 
pedition and the hostelry then be- 
came the “Hotel D’'Annunsie.” 

There is an extensive aviation 
station south of Fiume, near Sus- 
sak, where a revolt took place yes- 
terday. Numerous hydro-airplanes 
hovered over the city today, attract- 
ing the attention of all Fiumians. 
They were employed in the trans- 
portation of messages from Fiume 


along the Istrian coast favorable to 
the D’Annunsio enterprise. 
French troops are occupying their 


barracks along the wharves without 
molestation and French officers an4 
privates promenade the streets, ap- 
parently at home. Big French 
camions pass through the streets 
carrying pollus in horizon blue uni- 
forms, showing marked contrast to 
the gray and green uniforms of the 
Italians. 


At the interview, D’Annunzio 
wore the uniform of a lNeutenant- 
colonel, with five rows of ribbons, 
those of sixteen medals for 
valor. 

The staff of the poet consists main- 
ly of you men. There are no of- 
ficers in - Baw, above the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel. Out of nineteen 
dfficers on the staff of D’Annunzio, 
seven won the Ltalian gold medal 
for valor, 6f which only twenty- 
five were bestowed during the war. 

Demonstrations occur virtually 
every evening in Fiume. Sometimes 
it ie the Alpine mountaineers, some- 
times the arditi or bersagtier!, who 
get up a parade and march through 
town singing and cheering the D’An- 
nunzio colors. 

The D’Annunzio troops are quar- 
tered in the schools of the city. 

ABLAZE WITH FLAGS. 

Fiume is ablaze with flags; her 
gtreets are filled with marching sol- 
diers, and her air is vibrant with 
the confidence felt by the men who, 
under the sommand of D’Annunzio. 
marched into the city and still firmly 
hold it 

Italy's flag, with that of the city 
of Fiume, predominates. Pennants 
bearing the words, “Viva Italia” and 
D’Annunzio’c slogan, “Fiume or 
Death.” mingled with the red, white 
and green of Italy and the violet, 
blue and yellow of Fiume. 

The correspondent reached Fiume 
Jast night from Trieste, being buried 
in the coal tn the tender of a loco- 
motive for the last part of the jour- 
ney to avoid guards along the way. 

Soldiers are everywhere in the 
city. Among them are thousands of 
veterans of the great war, a majority 
of the men wearing three or four 
service medals, as well as those in- 
dicating they volunteered fort the 
fighting here.

American Marines Prevent 
Clash with Serbs. 

Denied that Peace Council 
Ordered Interference. 


Senate Asks Information; Ac- 
cused of Heckling. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

PARIS, Sept. 80—lLanding of 
American marines at Trau by Rear- 
Admiral Andrews was not directed 
by the supreme council here, accord- 
tng to the American peace delega- 
tion. It was explained that when a 
party of Italians entered Trau and 
it was feared a clash might occur 
between the Italians and the Ser- 
bians, the Italian admiral on the 
scene appealed to the American — 
miral to intervene for the main- 
tenance of peace.

FINE VERDICT UPHELD.

PITTSBURGH, Sept. 30.—The 
action of Mayor Crawford of 
Duquesne in imposing fines of $100 
on William Z. Foster, secretary of 
the National Steel Strike Commit- 
tee, and on J. L. Beaghen, an or- 
ganizer, for alleged violation of a 
city ordinance in holding a public 
meeting without a permit, was sus- 
tained in an opinion handed down 
in the Allegheny county court by 
Presiding Judge Richard A. Ken- 
nedy. 

The court in its opinion says: 

“The right of free speech is 
a sacred one, it well deserves 
protectipn, but there are places 
and times and subjects at and 
of which the right of speech, 
sacred though it may be, muet 
yield to the greater one of the 
safety of the citizens of the 
commonwealth, their home and 
their property. 

“The law of the land is that 
at such times, even the right 
of free speech nust be sub- 
servient for the time being to 
the police power of the State, 
which in these cases is vested 
in the municipality and by it in 
ite executive head.” 

Thousands of striking stee] work- 
ers attended a mass meeting here 
tonight in the Union Labor Temple. 
They were addressed by W. G. Ru- 


bin, counsel for the strikers, and 
more a dozen wunion-labor 
leaders.

Rain dampened the activity of 
union pickets at most of the plants. 

At Gary, Ind., three hundred la- 
berers returned to work at the 
Indiapa @teel Company's plant. 
Union labor leaders declared that 
this department was unimportant, 
for the reasonh that the mills can- 
not be operated. without ekilled 
workmen, and they added that this 
class was standing firm and would 
refuse to go back. Officials of the 
company said that the plant was 
operating on the basis of twenty- 
five per cent. of its capacity.

President's Conference Plans 
are Nearly Ready. 


Conciliation will be Among 
First Subjects Up. 


Participation by Labor in

WASHINGTON, Sept. 39. — Pro- 
posals for the establishment of a 
council for settlement of industrial 
disputes, replacing the recently dis- 
solved war labor board, probably 
will be one of the first subjects 
brought up for discussion at the la- 
bor and industrial conference called 
by President Wilson t6 meet here 
Monday, it was learned today from 
Department of Labor officials § in 
close touch with the arrangements 
for the meeting. 

Secretary Wilson has drawn up a 
tentative programme for the confer- 
ence, but the question of whether 
the meeting will be open to repre- 
sentatives of the press has not been 
decided. It was said today by those 
making arrangements for the meet- 
ing the question of publicity prob- 
ably would be left to decision of the 
conference. <A suggestion has been 
made that newspaper men not be 
admitted to the conference room. 
but that such parts of the proceed- 
ings as the conferees decided to 
make public be given to the press 
as. the conference proceeds. The 
Plan would be similar to the recent 
White Houre conference between 
President Wilson and the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

MAY NAME PROXY. 

In event that President Wilson is 
unable to open the conference as 
planned, it ts not known bv officials 
here who the presiding oMcer will 
be although it was considered like- 
ly that the President would desig- 
nate some one to act for him. 

Secretary Wilson, it was said by 
several officials, may submit a pro- 
poeal for arbitration boarde as he 
ls known to look with favor on a> 
Plan providing for district boards of 
arbitration, the awards of which 
would be put in force by the iasue 
of an Injunction by the Federal! 
court of the district restraining em- 
plovers, who are parties to the dis. 
pute in question, from paying wages 
other than provided for in the 
award. 

STRIKE RIGHT RETAINED. 

This plan would preserve the 
right of the men to strike, but i# 
expected to take away the incentive 
to. strike, as employers would be re- 
strained by a court decree from 
paying higher wages than the sum 
fixed as just by the district boards.

Senator Johnson, vociferously ac- 
claimed by hundreds of his towns- 
people who met him as he got off 
the Oakland ferry, arrived in Gan 
Francisco tonight to combat the 
League of Nationg covenant in his 
home city and native State.

Lodge Denies Filibuster is on 


G.O.P. Programme. 


(SY A P. NIGHT 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30,-—The 
German peace treaty got a three- 
hour speeding up in the Senate to- 
day, all but thirty minutes of which 
was an address by Senator Fall, Re- 
pubdican, of New Mexico, attacking 
the Leage uof Nations covenant and 
pleading for adoption of his thirty- 
six amendments, which would keep 
the United ‘States free from repre- 
sentation on foereign commissions 
created by the pact. 

The regt of the treaty programme 
was an address by Senator Edge, 
Republican, of New Jersey, in which 
he urged Republicans and Democrats 
alike to hasten its consideration so 
that Congress might devote its time 
and attention to pressing problems 
at home.

BOON IN HIGH RENT. 
Kansas City Judge Finds Silver Lin- 


According to Judge Thomas B. 
Buckner of the Circuit Court of 
Kansas City the rent profiteer may 
prove a@ rea) benefit to every com- 
munity without realizing it. The 
jurist believes tgat the man who has 
his own little home is a better citl- 
Zen and makes for good govern- 
ment. He says: 


*The rent question is different 
from other matters,” he said. ‘Rents 
should be so high that persons, on 
the score of economy, would be com- 
Ppelled to own their own homes be- 
cause they could not afford to pay 
rent. 

“As long as it is cheaper to rent 
than to own one’s home, just so 
long will persons rent. Home own- 
ing should be the desire of every 
man with a family. The tenant 
has no right to complain of high 
rent, because he should own his own 
home. 

“It's appalling the number of per- 
sons who go through life content 
to be tenants without ever realizing 
the satisfaction of owning their own 
homes. It's only the lazy, idle 
rich, without children, who can af- 
ford to dwell in flats where every- 
thing is furnished. Being a home 
owner mé@kea a better citizen and 
gives one a desire to have a voice 
in public affairs. That would give 
us better government. 

“If you can’t own a big house get 
a little one. If you ean’t own even 
a small one, get a tent until you 
can. But by all means get a home, 
raise a garden, chickens and chil- 
dren and be a real, independent, self- 
respecting citisen.” 

Judge Buckner said the way to 
reduce the high cost of living was 
to quit living high; to economize 
and to buy only such things as are 
actually needed. Then. he said, 
prices would soon come down.

Mob rule in Omaha! Public records 
burned; prisoners turned free; an uncon- 
victed man lynched; the Mayor of the city, 
who sought to protest in the name of the 
law, strung up twice and saved by police 
men who cut the rope; looting and sabot- 
age checked by Federal troops; all busi 
ness suspended. 
- Buch is the record of a single twenty- 
four hours in a prosperous American mu- 
nicipality when the hell hounds of violence 
were unleashed. There was slight provo 
cation. A negro accused of assaulting a 
white woman was in the Omaha ja!! await- 
ing trial. Evidence had been secured that 
seemed sufficient to guarantee conviction. 
No miscarriage of justice had occurred or 
was likely to occur. 

But there is a vicious, turbulent element 
in Omaha, which is one of the worst union- 
ridden of American, cities. A recent team- 
sters’ strike had failed; but while it was 
in progress hundreds of the strikers had 
openly defied the courts, the law and the 
peace officers. The colony of reds had 
been recruited from Chicago and other 
Middle West points. They tried to turn 
anti-race animosity into a revolutionary 
spirit. Mayor Smith has paid a bitter 
price for the leniency towards the law- 
breakers that he permitted during the 
strike, 

Mob violence is the natura] and unavoid- 
able effect of temporizing with violators of 
the law. No power which can be defied 
with fmpunity can long endure. Elihu Root 
said in commenting on the Boston police 
strike that “Government eannot be main- 
tained unless it has the power to use force.” 
And the men at its head must possess suf- 
ficient backbone to exercise that power 
whenever violence threatens. 


For months radicals have been preaching 
défiance to the law in Omaha. The heads 
of the labor organizations openly counseled 
the members to pay no attention to court 
injunctions forbidding violence. The mem- 
bers have been taught that fealty to the 
union must be put before respect for the 
laws. Reds have gathered there and 
preached in seé@ret their doctrine of strike 
and sabotage. The fires of violence were 
smoldering and a slight wind of racial pas- 
sion set them ablaze. 

Radicals are not squeamish about the 
means they employ to secure their ends. 
‘To them blood is blood and loot is loot, and 
they care Mttle about its source. They seek 
to replace law with violence and a race 
riot is as welcome as industria! strife. 
Omaha is, paying the price of permitting 
defiance of the law to be preached and 
practiced within her gates, of permitting 
a gathering of vicious elements, of suffer- 


ing men to be taught that a trade union is. 


greater than the Union of the States. ©x- 
perience has proved that an affinity exists 
between the walking delegates and the 
reds. Whenever a strike starts there is an 
immediafe gathering of the exponents of 
violence. Possibly the reds in Omaha be- 
lieved that they could make race riots serve 
as the beginning of a revolution. 

It was something more than mefe chance 
that caused the mob to burn the Coarthouse 
where the public records were stored and 
attempt the lynching of the Mayor. Those 
two acts are u by the LW.W. as the 
proper beginting the “revolution” that 
is to wipe out organized society. Lynching 
a negro is never justifiable: but it is sel- 
dom attended with such wholesale rioting 
as took place in Omaha. But for the prompt 
interference of troops the riots would have 
— in widespread looting and destruc- 


CY OR GOMPERS? 

In a recent speech in Los Angeles 
Roscoe Simmons, a nephew of the late 
Booker T. Washington, struck a vibrant 
@ring on the harp of American sentiment 
whem he paraphrased Lincoln's famous 
pronouncement and deciared that this na- 


‘tion cannot exist with half of the laborers 


free and the other half enslaved by labor- 
union tyranny. The speaker, who, strangely 
enough, is opposed to the League of Na- 
tions, believes that the powers of the world 
are determined to crush America, and he 
said that if the conflict between “THE 
GOVERNMENT OF GOMPERS AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
comes before the war between this country 
and the other powers America will be so 
disrupted that she will have little chance 
of winning in the struggle for her life.” 


As a matter of fact his first statement 
was sufficient, for, no matter when, if ever. 
a pronounced struggle may come between 
the government and any organization that 
seeks to wreck it, it will be a sad day for 
America, even though the government 
should win, just as the Civil War was a 
terrible catastrophe in spite of the fact 
that the nation was preserved. Law-abid- 
ing. honest citizens are accustomed to 
boldly voicing their unbounded faith in the 
loyalty and common sense of the American 
people and the American government, yet, 
in view of certain conditions, recently aris- 
en, and certain events that have lately 
occurred—as, for instance, the Boston po- 
lice strike—one sometimes feels justified 
in pausing to ask, “Are we going to con- 
tinue to have democracy, or will it be mob- 
ocracy?” 

There is not and never can be a compro- 
mise between the two. The people will 
govern themselves, through their chosen 
representatives, or else they must be ruled, 
tyrannized over, either by a minority or a 
majority—-and one is as bad as the other. 
History shows plainly that mob rule is far 
more disastrous than an oligarchy or a 
monarchy. Nor do we need ancient or me- 
dieval histories to tell us this. A glance at 
the Russia of today, or at Mexico, is suffi- 
cient. 

The unions, aMiliated with and backed by 
the American Federation of Labor, are be- 
coming more intolerant and uncompromis- 
ing as the days go by. A foreigner may 


.live in the United States and. while he 


may be requested to become & member of 
the commonwealth, he is not forced into 
citizenship. But let a foreigner undertake 
to sell bis labor, as an individual, in a 
union-bossed industria) plant and he its in- 
Suited, often beaten and told that he must 
become @ member of the union or else lose 
hie job and perhaps his life. In other 
worts, the wnione. ortensibly formed for 
t'e protection of workers. have become a 
menace to all laborers who refuse to wear 
the colar of secret organization.

Also when the Progressive party nom- 
inated Roosevelt and Johnson as its na 
tional ticket in 1912, Meyer Lissner had a 
banner printed with what Kipling 
it.

UPSETS PLANS. 


Long Beach Commissioners to 
Land Needed to Aid in Effort 
to Control Floods 
Proposition Opposed by Many 
Residents of Beach Town. 


DISPATCH.) 

‘LONG BEACH, Sept. #0.—Long 
Reach City Commissioners, in ses- 
Sion today, declined to vacate the 
streets in the harbor district in com- 
pliance grith the request by the Los 


Angeles Board of Supervisors. The 
lewisiative body decided to delay 


definite action until tomorrow, when 
a conference will be held with the 
county solons in Los Angeles in ath 
effort to adjust the differences be- 
tween the two bodies. ; 

The Council chamber was (filled 
with representative citizens as the 
question of vacating the streets in 
the industria] district came up for 
discussion. Among those present 
were representatives of the ailied 
Chambers of Commerce of Los An- 
geles Harbor from Wilmington and 
Ban Pedro. 

Attorney Walter J. Desmond was 
1 attendance and assured the legis- 
lative body that if the streets were 
not vacated he would proceed im. 
mediately to seek a writ of mandate 
from the Superior Court to prevent 
the Supervisors from further delay- 
ing eénatruction of the channel 

The preponderance of opinion as 
expressed by the citizens present at 
the meeting was that the City Com 
missioners should not sacrifice the 
rights of the municipality by vacat- 
ing the streets in question. 

Charies H. Windham, former 
Mayor an@d member of the Los An- 
geles county Civil Service Commis- 


sion, brought out the point that if 


the streets in the flood control dis- 
trict are vacated the Supervisofs, by 
reason of ownership of abutting land, 
would acquire title to the abandoned 
streets and the city of Long Beach 
in the future would be unable to 
bridge them or make any other im- 
provements thereupon without the 
sanction of the Supervisors. 

Attorney Walter Desmond, furmer 
Mayor, C. H. Windham and others 
impressed upon the audience, es- 
pecially the visitors from San Pedro 
and Wilmington, that Long Beach 
has been the victim of propaganda 
emanating from the Board of Super- 
visors. 

John F. Craig, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Long Beach 
Shipbuilding Company, was present 
at the meeting. 

“Under the circumstances, I don’t 
believe the city should sacrifice ite 
rights,” said the shipbuilder. “One 
of the things I cannot understand 
is how the Supervisors expect to 
take care of traffic with a single 
bridge over Ocean avenue, while 
the channel is under construction. 
‘Such an arrangement would certainly 
be inadequate.

Business Activity. 

John Perrin, Federal reserve agent 
and chairman of the board of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of San Fran- 
cisco, says of general conditions in 
his monthly report to the board: 

“Business conditions in the 
Twelfth District during the past 
month have been characterized by 
activity in manufacturing and in- 
creasing activity in nearly every line 
of wholesale and retail trade. Re- 
tailers report a considerable increase 
in the Value of sales over the pre- 
vious month, and an increase of from 
20 to 30 per cent. over the same 
period in 1918, while wholesalers 
report insufficient stock to meet de- 
mands in severa] lines. Collections 
are exceptionally good. However, 
some hesitancy is reported in the 
placing of orders for future delivery 
for fear that the failure to provide 
the necessary credits in this country 
for foreign buying may bring about 
a resale in domestic trade of goods 
originally contracted for export. 
“The demand for building materi- 
als is strong. It is estimated that 
building projects in California alone 
will require cement to a value well 
over $100,000,000. The building of 
homes, as shown by representative 
reports, is about equal to  pre- 
war activity and in many cases 
greater. In several parts of the dis- 
trict the demand for homes cannot 
be met on account of the shortage 
of mechanics and the failure of 
transportation to supply materials. 
The demand for automobiles, trucks 
and accessories is in excess of the 


ability to secure deliveries. Canner- 


jes are running to the utmost limit 
of capacity, and a serious congestion 
ia threatened in California on ac- 


count of the early ripening of

MANY MILLIONS 
PAID IN TAXES. 


Revenue Receipts for Last 
Month Reach Big Sum. 


Exports and Imports Also 
Show Large Increases. 


Postal Decrease Here. 


Internal revenue receipts for Sep- 
tember, amounted to $8,065,695.70, 
of which $6,500,000 was collected 
on account of income tax, accord- 
ing to a report issued yesterday by 
Collector Carter. 

In addition to the third quarterly 
Payment, many taxpayers who had 
the money to spare paid thé fourth 
quarter, due Detember 15. The bal- 
ance of the total payments were on 
account of sales taxes on luxuries, 
transportation, admissions, etc. 

The postal receipts for the quarter 
ending last night totalled §694,- 
650.75. The figures for the preced- 
ing quarter, were $797,090.05. a loss 
of more than $100,000, but this is 
largely accounted for by the reduc- 
tion of first-class postage rates, 
which dropped from $8 to 2 cents an 
ounce. The receipts for July and 
Aucust show a decrease compared 
to the first two months in the pre- 
ceding quarter, but the figures for 
September are largely in excess of 
the last month of the former quarter. 
showing an increase of receipts with 
the coming on of the fall business 
season. 

The sale of War Savings and 
Thrift Stamps has dropped notice- 
ably, the aggregate for the month of 
September being but $13,662, with 
redemptions in the neighborhood of 
$5000 and $6000 a day. The total 
sales at the local postal establish- 
ment were in the neighborhood of 
$6,000,000, but a large percentage 
of these sales have been redeemed. 
The September report of Custome 
Collector Elliott places the exports 
for the month just closed at $1,658, - 
614; compared to $1,425,734 for the 
preceding month. The figures for 
September, 1918, were $701,470, and 
for the preceding month of last year. 
$400,622. 

The imports for September, 1919. 
are $377,200, compared to $202.. 
251 for the preceding month, $365.,- 
110 for September, 1918, and $196,- 
797 for August, 1918. 

The collections for September, 
1919, are reported at $43,788.11. 
compa to $14,790.90, last vear, a 
magnificent increase. Of the ool. 
lections for the month just ended, 
Los Angeles contributed $41,728.94: 
San Diego, $1607.83; Calexico, 
$109.39; Tia Juana, $249.09; Campo, 
$40, and Andrade, $117.66.
